Astonishment at Salisbury's Dis- 
covery and Avoidance of the 
Sealing Trap. 





Proposition for a Separate Confer 
ence Still Before the British 
Government. 



Washington, Oct. 12.— Secretary Sher- 
man tjias written a reply to the note of 
Lord jSalisbury expressing Great Brit- 
ain's declination to take part in a Behr- 
ing Sea conference, in which Ruseia and 
Japan are to participate. The essential 
features of Mr. Sherman's reply have 
been sent by cable to the government, 
and the reply in full is now on its way 
to the British authorities. Lord Salis- 
bury's note of declination, it can now be 
stated, was dated October G, so that the 
response ia made with promptness. 

The answer states that the United 
States government viewB with astonish- 
ment tlie determination of Great Britain 
not to participate in a conference in- 
cluding Ruesia and Japan ; and the 
statement is made that up to the 23rd of 
last month the United States authorities 
had fully expected that the conference 
would proceed with Ruseia and Japan 
as well as Great Britain present. It is 
pointed out that aeide from the written 
correspondence to which Lord Saliebury 
had called attention there were verbal 
negotiations between Ambassador Hay 
and His Lordship, in which specific 
reference was made to the par- 
ticipation of Russia and Japan. 
At one of these verbal exchanges, 
it iB Btated, Lord Salisbury said he 
would advise the officials of the foreign 
office concerning the eubjects dieeussed, 
which included the participation of 
Russia and Japan. Subsequently, on 
July 29, Ambassador Hay wrote to Lord 
Salisbury saying the President hoped to 
have Russia and Japan participate in 
the conference. In view of these cir- 
cumstances the United States had con- 
fidently expected that Great Britain 
would take part in the conference, and 
that Russia and Japan would bo repre- 
sented with the approval of Great 
Britain. 

Besides the foregoing reply, and in 
view of the differences which have 
arisen, the state department euggeste a 
conference in accordance with the terms 
of Lord Salisbury's agreement, aa he 
construes it, namely, between experts of 
Great Britain and the United States and 
Canada. This last feature is now under 
consideration by the British government. 
ItB substance "has been transmitted by 
cable, but it is not expected that an 
answer will be made until Mr. Sher- 
man's answer in detail reaches London. 

In the meantime preparations for the 
conference between the United States, 
Russia and Japan are proceeding. The 
Japanese delegates have decided to stop 
over for two days at Chicago, and will 
not reach Washington until next Sun- 
day night. Two of the Russian dele- 
gates, Mr. Rotkine and Mr. Routowsky, 
are here and the remaining delegate, Mr. 
Grebnitzky, is expected soon. The ex- 
pectation is that all the delegates will be 
brought together by October 20. 

W ILLINli TO SUBMIT. 

The Rebellious Tribesmen Afraid of the 
British Punitive Expedition. 

Simla, Oct. 12. — A despatch from 
Mahmud announces that the Jjrga 
tribesmen have surrendered their rifles 
and have solemnly sworn to maintain 
the peace and drive Umra Khan's fol- 
lowers. The troops forming the Mah- 
mund punitive expedition have destroyed 
twenty-six fortified villages and have 
killed many of the insurgent nativeB.

• THE STATES TO BLAME. 

Cuba Would Have Been Quiet bv Now but 
ior the Shelter Given to Fill 
busterers. 

Madhid, Oct. 12. — It is Bemi-oflicially 
announced that the reply of Spain to the 
note of U.S. Ambassador-General Wood' 
ford has been drafted by the minister for 
foreign affairs, Senor Gallon, and will be 
submitted to the cabinet at its meeting 
to-morrow. The reply, it is further 
stated, will announce that Spain iB un- 
able to fix a certain date when the war 
will he over, hut the ministers expect it 
will not be long before " the situation of 
the rebels ia critical and the efforts of the 
Spanish troopB are successful." Oft'ing 
to the rebel situation and the concession 
of automony, administrative and econo- 
mic, which will be effective before Janu- 
ary, the government hopes hostilities 
will finish shortly. Spain, it is con- 
tinued, thinks the reforms and the ac- 
tivity of the Spanish troopBare sufficient 
elements to Eocure the immediate paci- 
fication of the island, which it iB assert- 
ed " would have been more rapid if the 
rebels had not had the Bupport of fili- 
busterers, who under the shelter of the 
American flag have contributed to the 
maintenance of this state of affairs. 

A semi-official statement says that by 
employing native volunteers in Cuba the 
expenses of the campaign would de- 
crease and the operations against the 
insurgents would be conducted more 
rapidly. The minister for the colonies 
announced at the cabinet, with a view to 
proving the sincerity of the government's 
promise to grant autonomy to Cuba, that 
he had telegraphed Senor Montori, the 
leader of the autonomists, asking him to 
nominate candidates for important posts 
under the Cuban administration. 

The government has decided that Gen- 
eral Primo do Rivera is to retain com- 
mand in the Philippine islands, in order 
that he may initiate the proposed re- 
forms and reorganize that colony. 

ST. ANDREW'S BROTHERHOOD. 

The International Convention About to Open 
in Buffalo. 

Buffalo, Oct. 12.— To-morrow the 
first international convention of the 
Brotherhood of St. Andrew will begin in 
this city, and will bring from all parts 
of the world distinguished prelates and 
laymen of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church and Church of England. Nearly 
1,500 people are expected to attend, and 
the list includes some of the brightest 
names in the church, 'While the con- 
vention proper will not begin session un- 
til Thursday fully one-third of the dele- 
gates are expected here to-morrow in or- 
der to take in the special services to be 
held in St. Paul's church in the after- 
noon, which will be conducted by the 
Rev. Charles Gore, D.D., canon of West- 
minster Abbey. An idea of the nature 
of the service may bo obtained from the 
following letter written by Canon Gore: 

" My dear brethren in our Lord : I am 
looking forward with the deepest inter- 
est to our meeting in Buffalo and the 
quiet hours when I am to be privileged 
to guide your thoughts. You will be 
occupied during your conferences with 
various matters of practical interest, but 
I tniBt that during the quiet hours we 
shall give ourselves entirely and whole- 
heartedly to the concerns of the spiritual 
life, in which alone is to be found the 
safeguard and tho inspiration of all out- 
ward activity for Christ. 

" I shall hope to speak to you of the 
three-fold witness ot the spirit, the 
water and the blood. (See 1 St. John, 3, 
(i, 12.) I will first give an address ex- 
plaining the paseaires. Then will follow 
a period of silence, during which I will 
aBk you to think carefully on the general 
subject. I will then give a series of 
short addresses on each point, to be fol- 
lowed by brief intervals for meditation." 

Another of the distinguished prelates 
who will attend the convention is the 
lit. Rev. Stuart Talbot, Lord Bishop of 
Rochester, England. Most Rev. Enos 
Nuttall, Archbishop of the West Indies, 
is down on the programme for an 
dress.

Ottawa, Oct. 12. — A militia general 
order issued this afternoon is the most 
important published in many months. 
A new regulation affecting commanding 
officers provides an addition to the re- 
cently adopted regulation that appoint- 
ments as commanding officer are to be 
for a tenure of five years, with permis- 
sible extension for three years. Such 
extension is only to be granted upon the 
recommendation of the district officer 
commanding, who Bhould submit his 
recommendation one month before the 
expiration of the tenure. 

In the case of a commanding officer 
appointed before July 1, 1890, hie ap- 
pointment will terminate, unlesB ex- 
tended, on the expiration of five years 
from the date of appointment. In the 
case of an officer who has already com- 
pleted five years in command, his ap- 
pointment will terminale, unless ex- 
tended, in 1898 on the day and month 
corresponding to those on which he waB 
appointed. No officer will be allowed to 
retain hia command beyond the limitsof 
age for retirement fixed. 

The appointment of honorary chap- 
lains to corps of active militia will be 
app'oved on condition that no expense 
to the public is incurred. 

The appointment of one honorary 
lieutenant colonel to each regiment, bri- 
gade or battalion will be approved under 
the following conditions: The appoint- 
ment to be purely honorary, and not to 
confer the right to command; no ex- 
pense to the pablic to be incurred, and 
no appointment under any circura- 
etances to be tendered to any person 
witheut sanction having been previously 
obtained from headquarters. 

The imperial order regarding Queen's 
Jubilee medals says: "They should be 
worn with uniform after all English 
decorations and before all other medals 
or decorations."'

12.— The Mail's Quebec 
correspondent says that in Liberal cir- 
cles there is much agitation over an al- 
leged breach of faith on the part of the 
Premier, who promised Mr. Francois 
Langlier, M.T., that he should bo made 
eilber Lieutenant-Governor or a judge, 
and who now writes Mr. Langelier that 
he is compelled to make other arrange- 
ments; while according to current re- 
port he proposes to extend or reuew the 
term of office of Lieutenant-Governor 
Chapleau, a course which is bitterly con- 
demned by many Liberals. G. Roehette, 
president of the Club Mercier, a leading 
Liberal organization of his constituency, 
wrote Mr. Laurierthat if Sir J. A. Chap- 
leau'e term were lengthened he would 
not only ceaBe his support of the Premier 
but would oppose him at the next elec- 
tion.

APPEAL BY ENGINEERS. 



They Must Lose Their Battle for 
Trades Unionism Unless Assist- 
ance is Forthcoming. 



British Public Impatient at Cessa- 
tion of Shipbuilding and a 
Crisis at Hand. 



London, Oct. 12.— A meeting of the 
federated trades unions was held at Car- 
lisle yesterday for the purpose of discuss- 
ing the question of calling out all of the 
men composing the unions represented 
on October 15 as in sympathy with the 
strike of the engineers. If the question 
is decided in the affirmative it means the 
stoppage of thirty distinct industries, 
including the boiler-makers, ship- 
wrights, carpenters, plumbers, black- 
smiths and pattern makers. The 
meeting did not decide the main 
question of calling out the trades union- 
ists, but resolved to appeal to Mr. G. T, 
Ritchie, president of the board of trade, 
to summon a conference under the con- 
ciliation act between representatives ot 
the employers' federation and the 
unions. This will delay the crisis for at 
least two weeks. It has been said re- 
peatedly that the employers' federation 
went into the present light with the in- 
tention of smashing the trades unions, 
but the members disclaim any such de- 
Bire. 

The executive committee of the feder- 
ation lias issued a statement affirming 
that it believes that Mr. Siemens, of 
Siemens BroB. & Co., Limited, who is 
now on the Continent, was incorrectly 
reported the other day when the papers 
asserted that he said that the federation 
wanted to get rid of the trades unions 
altogether. 

The work of making heavy guns at 
Woolwich arsenal is being seriously in- 
commoded owing to a shortago of steel, 
which is due to the contractors, includ- 
ing the Whitworths and CammellB, hav- 
ing locked out their workmen. 

The engineers have issued a manifesto 
Baying : " We appeal to our fellow trade 
unions generally to answer the challenge 
of the federated employers. The engin- 
eers' society has eustained its struggle 
alone until the present time, but finan- 
cial aid is now imperatively necessary," 
The manifesto then makes an appeal to 
the public to subscribe funds to the end 
of checkmating the arbitrary demonstra- 
tion of the employers' federation. It de- 
nies that the engineers' union has made 
any unjustifiable demands. It is ficht- 
imr the battle of all who think that 
trade unions are eesential, it says, aud it 
declares that the men intend to go on as 
tliny have gone to the finish. Tbe cir- 
cular cannot say what tire finish would 
be, unless large and immediate ouiside 
subscriptions are forthcoming, but tbe 
tearful rhetoric of many passages shows 
that tho engineers are aware that they 
are on the edge of the last ditch. 

The public are getting impatient at 
tbe absolute cessation of shipbuilding in 
accordance with the naval programme, 
and at the daily spectacle of contracts 
being sent abroad. 



BRIGANDAGE IN SEE. VIA. | HELD UP IN DAYLIGHT. 

A Member of the Assembly Arrested as an A Texas Train Robbed Within Twelve miles 
Accomplice. • ° f Austin. 

Austin, Tex., Oct. 12.— This afternoon 
in broad daylight and within twelvo 
mileB of the limits of the city the south- 
bound " Cannonball ; ' train on the In- 
ternational and Great Northern, con- 
sisting of mail, baggage aud express cars 
and three coacheB loaded with passen- 
gers, was held up by four men and 
robbed. ConductorTom Healy was shot 
by tbe robberB while resisting them, but 
was not seriously wounded. A passen- 
ger had his shirt collar carried away by 
a pistol bill, and another revolver bullet 
wound in the hand. The passengers 
were robbed of $200 in money. The 
bandits attempted to rillo the eafo in the 
express car, but were unsuccessful. 



ONE YEAR'S GOLD. 

Seventy Millions' Worth Produced in the 
United States This YeaT. 

Chicago, Oct. 11.— The Times-Herald 
to-day publishes reports from all the 
gold-producing sections of the country, 
showing an enormous increase in the 
output for 1897. On the Bubject the 
Times-Herald says: 

" Gold production in tho United State? 
has increased with marvellous rapidity 
during the current year. The craze for 
the Klondyke river regions should not 
obscure the great facts hb they exist. 
Klondyke'fl total yield for 1897 seems 
roughly to be about $8,000,000. That is 
a comfortable sum, but it is a mere 
nothing when it is compared with the 
wonderful output of the yellow metal in 
the United States." 

The Times-Herald, roughly estimating 
the total output for 1897 of California, 
Colorado, the Black Hills, Arizona, 
Montana, Idaho and Oregon, places the 
figures at $7l,300,00Q, and says: 

" Washington, Wyoming, New Mexico 
and Nevada will also be heavy produc- 
ers, and their yield will be enormously 
increased." 

Counting this with the Klondyke pro- 
duction of $8,1)1)0,000, the yield' of the 
United States for 1897 will exceed !f80,- 
000,000— one-third of the world's esti 
mated output for the year. 

THE YELLOW FEVER. 

No Worse nt New Orleans, But a Texas 
City In Quarantine. 

Nkw Orleans, Oct. 12. — The yellow 
fever situation grows no worse here to- 
day, but the promise is not bright for 
an immediate reopening of the avenueB 
of indusfa-y. Thirty-eight new cases and 
three deaths were reported. Tho cases 
were widely scattered. There has been 
a general impression that, tho fever was 
confined to the houses of the poor, but it 
has also found its way into the houses of 
tho rich. 

Edwards, Miss., Oct. 12,— There were 
12 new discs reported here to day, 12 at 
Biloxy, and ono each at Clinton and Mc- 
Henry. 

Houston, Tex., Oct. 12.— The city 
'woke up this morning to find itself in 
quarantine, with tho official declaration 
that four cases of yellow fever existed 
here. The public schools were not open- 
od and this created some alarm, Few 
trains left town and all were well filled, 
No trains aro now running except one 
between hero and Galveston. 



Accomplice. 

London, Oct. 12. — A dispacth to the 
Daily Mail from Vienna says: "The 
trial of 209 brigands and recipients of 
Btolen property is proceeding iu Servia. 
The evidence has revealed the systematic 
plundering and garroting of many peo- 
ple. At the instigation of the radicals, 
Deputy Destajan, a well known member 
of the assembly, will be arraigned as an 
accomplice of tho brigandB. Ttie min- 
ister of justice procured his release and 
it is expected the anme influence will se- 
cure the acquittal of the others. The 
trial has developed horrifying evidence 
of the torturing of the victims with red- 
hot irons before robbery. 

WHY OBLIGE THE STATES? 

So Says an English Paper " When They Do 
Nothing to Oblige Us." 

London, Oct. 12. — The Daily Chronicle 
to-day mentioned the rumor that the 
government intends to do something for 
silver not involving tho opening of tho 
Indian mints, but involving a confer- 
ence which the English delegates would 
attend with a free hand, and asks edi- 
torially: Are we to be plunged into an 
acute and dangerous controvery over the 
currency problem? Is this a time for 
the foremost fiuuncialcentreof the world 
to revert to the stage from which other 
states are seeking tome? We protest 
against any such venture merely to oblige 
the United i States, who do nothing to 
oblige us. 

TARTE AND LAURIER. 

They Reaffirm Their Brotherly Love at a 
Montreal Reception. 

Montheal, Oct. 12,— Mr. Tarte was 
tendered a big reception in tho Maison- 
neuve hall to-night. Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
was present, and there was much en- 
thusiasm. Mr. Tarte eaid if his presence 
in the cabinet proved detrimental to Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier he would resign im- 
mediately; but he would not resign to 
please his Tory friends. He warned his 
countrymen that if they were to hold 
their own they must be better educated. 
SirWilfiid Laurier spoke briefly, refer- 
ring in complimentary terms to Tarte. 
Both urged the necessity of harbor im- 
provements being proceeded with. 

PR ES B Y TE ItlAN MISSIONS. 

The Home Committee Make Appropriations 
and Appoints Ministers for Thle 
Province. 

Touonto, Oct. 12.— The executive of 
the home mission committee of the 
Presbyterian church ia in session here 
The following claims for mission work 
done in British Columbia presbyterieB 
were passed: Calgary, $l,7S;i ; Edmon- 
ton, $2,000; Kamloops, $2,o45; West- 
minster, $815; Victoria, $836. The 
total for all presbyteries iB $28, 335. The 
half-yearly grants do not include travel- 
ling expenses of ministers and mission- 
aries to tho Northwest, and amount to 
nearly $50,000 per annum.

TIIE GOLD OUTPUT. 

A matter of prime economic import- 
ance is the very great increase recently 
in the production of gold. The Director 
of the United States mint estimates that 
I he output for 1897 will be between 
$235,000,000 and $240,000,000, with the 
probabilities in favor of the last named 
figure. Last year the output was esti- 
mated at $200,000,000. These estimates 
are pretty close approximations and may 
be accepted as substantially accurate. 
How much of the metal is UBed in the 
arts is largely conjectural. Estimates 
run all the way from $30,000,000 to $70,- 
000,000. It is, perhaps, safe to say that 
of the product of this year $175,000,000 
will be available either for coinage or for 
remittance as bullion for the settlement 
of balances. Much of it will not be 
coined , for the reason that the use of gold 
coin is open to some serious objections. 
The loss by abrasion ia very consider- 
able, and although no one takeB any 
account of this when coins paes from 
hand to hand in the course of retail 
trade, it is very evident that when large 
amounts are dealt with the aggregate of 
the small fractional losses on the several 
coina may amount to BtifHcient to dis- 
arrange nice financial calculations. 
Bars or ingotB are not all'ected in this 
way, and hence are moat convenient for 
shipment. Gold goes by weight in the 
settlement of foreign balances. The 
mint stamp on a coin is only valuable as 
a guarantee of fineness. But whether 
the gold is coined or made up into ingots, 
it is available for monetary purposes, for 
All the mints in the world coin gold free. 

It is estimated that the United States 
will produce $00,000,000 worth of gold in. 
1897, which is one-fifth more than last 
year, and keeps that country in the 
front place in this respect. South Africa 
ami Australia are next in order, each 
beins: credited with a probable output of 
$50,000,000, and Russia is put next with 
$20,000,000. Thus four countries are 
i redited with $180,000,000. The United 
States mint authorities do not give the 
probable product for Canada. We are 
without sufficient data to form a definite 
opinion, but it seems probable that, 
when the full returns for the year are 
available it will be found that fully half 
the gold produced during the year conies 
from mines in British territory. 

The effect upon prices of this great in- 
crease in the yield of gold and the prac- 
tical certainty that next year will show 
a still further increase, will be very sal- 
utary. As a general proposition the 
more money available the higher are 
prices. This may be open to local and 
special exceptions, but it holds good al- 
most everywhere and under every set of 
circumstances. The only thing likely to 
fall is the rate of interest. High prices, 
abundant money and low rates of inter- 
est mean that production of all com- 
modities will be increased, labor will be 
in demand and new enterprises will be 
started. The logical deduction from ti e 
great increase in the gold output is that 
a poriod of general prosperity is at hand. 
Things look now as if the century may 
cloBe upon a scene of unparalleled prog- 
ress, industrial activity and good times 
generally. 

KOOTENA Y. 

Occasionally one findB in a Kootenay 
paper an article written in an apologetic 
tone in regard to the prospects of that 
portion of the province. Quite frequently 
some of the Interior papers complain 
that the Coast dailies do not give as 
great prominence to the prospects of 
that portion of the province ns they de- 
eerve. The apology and the complaint 
are alike needless. Kootenay is on a 
solid foundation and progressing as 
rapidly as can be expected, and the 



Coast papers recognize that he time hf.a 
gone by when the great advantages 
which it offers for the investment of 
capital need to be exploited in their 
editorial columns. Mining in Kootenay 
has reached the status of a firm and 
solid business, and will hereafter be 
dealt with by the public like any other 
buaineBS matter. At the banquet to Sir 
Charles Tupper and Sir Mackenzie 
Bowell, Captain Hall, superintendent of 
the Le Roi mine, expressed his belief 
that within a few years Rossland would 
have a population of 30,000 people. He 
baBed this opinion upon his examin 
ation of the mines in that vicinity 
and from a comparison between 
them and other mines, Baying he 
had visited and studied the greatest 
mining regions on the American conti- 
nent. He stated that the Rosaland mines 
made a better showing than any others 
for the development done. There are 
hundreds of thousands of tons of good 
oro iu sight, which only await capital, 
and millions of tons of low. grade ore 
that only require cheaper rates for 
freight and treatment. He expressed 
the opinion that mining in the vicinity 
of Roesland was attended with less risk 
than elsewhere. 

Rosaland is not all Kootenay by any 
means, and a city of 30,000 people and a 
long pay roll is by no means the limit of 
the prospectB of this splendid region. 
The mines of the Slocan will support at 
least aB large a population as those of 
Trail Creek. Northward of Slocan and 
extending up as far as the Great Bend of 
the Columbia is a region that is rapidly 
forcing itself to the front. Revelatoke 
has metropolitan ambitions, and its 
people will probably not assent to Capt. 
Hall's claim that Rosaland will be the 
"hub of British Columbia." Of East 
Kootenay, with its wealth of coal and 
metallifirouB ores, it is impossible 
to speak too highly. Take Kootenay as 
a whole: It is at least 220 miles long 
with an average breadth of 100 miles. 
This giveB an area of 22,000 Equare miles. 
In other words, it ia as largo as Nova 
Scotia and Prince Edward's Island put 
together. Of this great area no one can 
lay of! a Bection ten mileB sqnare and 
affirm with confidence that it is not min- 
eralized highly enough to bo valuable 
from a miner's standpoint. There is a 
very considerable area of good farming 
land in the river valleys. 

In view of these facts, it is impossible 
not to grow enthusiastic when speaking 
of the prospects of this portion of the 
province. In spite of the tone of disap- 
pointment in which some of its papers 
speak, we maintain that the progress of 
Kootenay has been and is very rapid. 
True, the Klondyke and other Yukon 
discoveries have given people something 
elBe to talk about. Last year we heard 
of nothing but Kootenay. This year we 
hear more of the mines of the Far North. 
But, so far as the Colonist can observe, 
if there has been less talk of Kootenay 
than hitherto, and less of the fever of 
speculation, there never was a time 
when more enduring progress waa being 
made, and when the prospects were 
brighter in that part of the province 
than now.

British Columbia has five ministers, 
four receiving salary, namely, the Min- 
ister of Finance and Agriculture, the 
Attorney-General, the Provincial Secre- 
tary, who is also Minister of MineB, of 
Education and Immigration and Clerk 
of the Council, and the Chief Commis- 
sioner of Lands and Works. 

Prince Edward's Island has eight 
ministers, three receiving salary, name- 
ly, the Attorney-General, the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works, and the Provin- 
cial Secretary, who is also Treasurer and 
Commissioner of Public Lands. 

This list shows the absurdity of the 
Star's general proposition in regard to 
the reduction of the provincial cabinets 
Biennial sessions of the local legisla 
tares are incompatible with the work 
ings of responsible government. 

The union of the three Maritime Prov- 
inces is a matter that can be best left to 
the people of the provinces directly 
interested to decide, and the same 
true about the reduction of the member- 
ship of the local legislatures. 

As for the reduction of the membe 
ship of parliament one-half, it ia useless 
to discuss a proposition which would 
leave Biitieh Columbia and P.E. Island 
with three members each, Manitoba 
with two and a half, and the Northwest 
Territories with two.

A paper takes considerable risk in ad- 
vising people not to invest in any Klon- 
dyke ventures, for some of these are 
formed on legitimate lines and Btand a 
good chance of being prosperous.

SOME PROPOSED REFORMS. 

The Montreal Star has one of ita peri, 
odical spasms of reform. This time it 
proposes the following: 

The reduction of the membership of 
the Dominion parliament by one-half. 

The cutting in two of each provincial 
legislature in the same way. 

The union of the three maritime legis- 
latures in one. 

The striking of certain specified port- 
folios from the list of each cabinet, fed- 
eral and provincial. 

Perhaps biennial sessions of the pro- 
vincial legislatures. 

While the passion for reform, was ani- 
mating the Star the desirability of a 
change nearer at home, and a much 
more legitimate aubject of diacussion 
than some of the aforegoing, might have 
suggested itself, namely, the abolition 
of the legislative council in Quebec. 
Here iB an institution that must cost 
that province a good round $30,000 
a year and probably more; but 
the Montreal paper, while very 
desirous of changing around the 
legislative arrangements of the other 
provinces seems to think that this need- 
less part of Quebec's legislative ma- 
chinery should be continued. The Star 
should remember that reform, like 
charity, should begin at home. 

Only one of the five propositions ad- 
vmced have very much to recommend 
it, and some of them are objectionable. 
The reduction of the federal cabinet is 
defensible. In some of the provinces, 
such for example as British Coliynbia, 
there is need of an increase in the Cabi- 
net. It is not now necessary to add any- 
thing to what was said in the Colonist 
the other day as to the reduction of the 
federal cabinet, but it may be interest- 
ing to mention how the provincial gov- 
ernments are constituted. 

Ontario has eight ministers, seven of 
them being headB of department and 
salaried. These are the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, the Commissioner of Crown Lands, 
the Treasurer, the Minister of Education, 
the Commissioner of Public Works, the 
Minister of Agriculture and the Provin- 
cial Secretary. 

Quebec has Bfiven miniBtors, all salar- 
ied, as follows : Commissioner of Public 
WorkB, Commissioner of Agriculture, 
Commissioner of Crown Lands, Attor- 
ney-General, Treasurer, Provincial Sec- 
retary and President of the Council. 

Nova Scotia has eight ministers, three 
only being in receipt of salaries, namely,

A pictobe at the top of the letter sent 
in bv J. K. Mulkey to the city council 
on Monday evening last, gives a bint as 
to tho Btyle of ice locomotive which that 
Los Angeles inventor claims to have per- 
fected. This locomotive is intended, he 
states, for taking passengers and pro- 
visions up the Yukon river to Dawson. 
At first eight the picture appears to be 
that of a railway train on runners. The 
locomotive, instead of a 8 mokestack in 
(ront in the usual way, has a funnel rak- 
ing aft in tho centre of the car, as in a 
steamship. It. has a headlight, too, and 
a cowcatcher, but the front of the engine 
is rounded in, and the engineer appears 
in a conning lower above. The engine 
wheels, roughed on the tiro edge, seem 
to be intended to catch in the ice and 
snow and 10 furnish tho motive power 
for the train, the engine and cars each 
resting on what apparently are ordinary 
sleigh runners. Tho inventor claims 
that by means of his locomotive he will 
be able to make the trip from the month 
o' the Yukon to Dawson City in from 
t'ireo to live days. 



Captain James Gaudin, agent of 
marine, leaveB for Chemainua to-day to 
inetal aa keeper, James Crozier, who has 
been appointed to take charge of the 
new lighthouse on Bear Point. The 
light will ba put in operation to-morrow 
night for the firat time. It ia intended 
aa an aid to veaaela in finding the en- 
trance to Horse Shoe bay, where the 
Victoria Lumber Company's mills are 
situated. The lighthouse building which 
is a square structure building painted 
white, of the usual lighthouse tyre, 
standB on the extreme point, twenty- 
four feet above the water. The lantern 
is thirty- six feet above the water and 
the fixed light is expected to be visible 
for thirteen mileB from all pointB of 
approach by water.

Arietis, Retiring sea, 897; coast, 107— or 
a total of 1,001 ; Zillah May, Behring 
sea, G03; coast, 104— S27 ; and Penelope, 
Beh ring sea, 703 ; coast, 200-003. The 
Favorite and the Otto are reported by 
these late arrivals to be following close 
behind them, and it ia expected that they 
too will be home by daybreak this morn- 
ing. 

RETURNING sealers. 
Another of tho sealing fleet reached 
port safely at an early hour yesterday 
morning. This was the Beatrice, Cap- 
tain Heater, his vessel's catch for the 
season being 738, of which 570 skins 
were captured in Behring sea and 159 on 
the coast. Captain Heater reports his 
cruise as quite uneventful. lie would 
have reached port Beveral hours earlier, 
but for a strong ebb tide, which held the 
Bchooner almost stationary for a couple 
of hours off Pace Rocks, even with an 
eight-knot favorable breeze blowing.

PROVINCIAL MINERALOGIST. 

Mr. W. A. Carlyle Gives Some Idea of His 
Summer's Visit to the Kootenay. 

Mr. W. A. Carlyle, provincial min- 
eralogist, in his visit to the Mainland 
from which lie has just returned, has 
covered a very large amount of mining 
territory. During the five months he 
has been away he has visited the Bound- 
ary Creek country, Trout Lake and Lar- 
deau districts, taken a short trip to St. 
Mary's, in East Kootenay, Bpent a short 
time in the Roesland and Slocan dis- 
tricts, besides seeing the Cariboo mines 
as far north as QueBnelle and Bakerville. 

While conservative in his views and 
not easily led away by the flaah and glit- 
ter of a mining excitement, Mr. Carlyle 
expresses liimaelf bb highly pleased with 
the mining development he has seen in 
the Slocan and Rosaland districts. The 
froth and bubble has gone now, he says, 
and with it the extravagant values that 
men were at first inclined to place on 
mere prospects. In its place has come 
Bteady, legitimate mining districts, that 
will be worth far more to the province 
than any Klondykc. Mr. Carlyle does 
not attempt to conceal his admiration 
and praise for the great mineB of the 
Rosaland and Slocan districts with their 
great ore bodies that steady mining have 
brought to light. 

Of the Boundary Creek country, Mr. 
Carlyle bears out the already expiessed 
view that without transportation mining 
development cannot he accomplished. 

The Trout Lake and Lardeau districts 
are as yet what might be called prospec- 
tors' districts, too new to have any great 
development done to show up the ore, 
but there are many people now going 
into those sectiona and as a result the 
mines will get their proper Bhare of at- 
tention. 

People do not seom to realize what a 
great deal is being done in Cariboo, Mr. 
Carlyle remarks. Largo sums of money 
are being expended on bold schemes 
both in hydraulic and deep diggings, 
and the skill and intelligence being 
shown in some of these is worthy of 
much praise. The Cariboo mino es- 
pecially delighted Mr. Carlyle, and he 
looks upon it aa a marvellously rich 
property as proved by the last clean up, 
not that |05,000 is bucIi an enormous 
sum, but when compared with the 
amount of dirt from which it. was taken, 
it shows how rich the ground is. 

A great deal ia being done in properly 
exploring the creeks of Cariboo by deep 
diggings, and knowing how some of 
these paid in the old daya, the results 
will bo looked forward to with interest. 

Mr. Carlyle noted incidentally the 
growth of trade between the Coast and 
the Kootenay country, and advises the 
Coast merchants not to forget in the 
Klondyke excitement the great and in- 
creasing openings that the Kootenay of- 
fers in that direction. Having com- 
pleted hia summer investigations, Mr. 
Carlyle, before coming on to Victoria, 
went to Winnipeg to meet Mrs. Carlyle 
on her way from her visit to the East.

LAMPS AND CANDLES. 



There la an Art In the Managing: of 

Them. 

The most effectivo cleansing eub- 
Btanco for tlio containers and wick ap- 
paratus consists of ordinasy wood ash. 
This has a peculiar effect upon petro- 
leum, crystal and other oils of the same 
kind. Hub tho ashes well all ever the 
parts that require cleaning and polish 
or wipe it off with a clean, soft cloth. 
This is a very simple method and obvi- 
ates tbo use of water, which may provo 
a serious difficulty, especially if the op- 
erator is not very particular as regards 
tho drying process. This treatment 
should not, however, entirely do away 
with a periodical boiling of the differ- 
ent parts of tho lamp with 6trong soda, 
but tho regular use of wood ash should 
mako tbo washing a last resource and 
an altogether rare necessity. 

The strictest cleanliness in every de- 
tail concerning lam?9 is of tho greatest 
importance not only to insure a good 
light freo from smell, but also as a pre- 
ventive against danger. Odd bits of 
wick allowed to collect anywhero near 
tho flame, for instance, aro objection- 
able from every point of view. 

Lamps that aro but rarely used should 
not bo left with the wick to becomo sat- 
urated through contact with the oil. 
The best plan is to empty the container, 
clean it as above, dry tho wick if it is 
new, and put it asido in a box, into 
which dust cannot penetrate, till it is 
wanted again. 

For these days, when candles are so 
much used, it is well to know that there 
is an art in choosing them. They should 
burn brightly, steadily, and without 
flickering, yet at tho sumo timo dwin- 
dle away as slowly as possible Tho can- 
dlo that gutters is to bo avoided as ex- 
travagant and worthless. Tho best of 
all aro those which aro partially hol- 
lowed out, so that if tho Same is ex- 
posed to a draft tbo melted wax runs 
down tlio inside. A thin, closo wick 
will always burn better than a thick 
one. One of tho cleverest contrivances 
adapted to candles is a metal automatic 
extinguisher. It can bo fixed to any re- 
quired depth of tho caudle, sayono inch, 
more or less, and as soon as that quan- 
tity has burned away two metal rings 
close over the llame and effectually put 
it out. Something of tho kind has al- 
ready been seen, but tho nower patent 
is much more practical, from tho very 
fact that it can bo fixed to any part of 
the candle instead of being placed in tho 
candle holder, for in tho latter case it 
could not act until tho illuminant had 
quite burned down, when tho extin- 
guisher was obviously of doubtful util- 
ity. — Han Francisco (Jhrouicle. 



Tho I'ur Seal as an Animal. 

Mr. David Starr Jordan, president of 
tho Bering sea commission for 1896, 
and George Archibald Clark, secretary 
to the commission, say in The Forum:

ho fasts on land and grows gTaduaJly 
lean and weak. The males vnry consid- 
erably in color, tho general shade being 
black or dark brown, with longer hair 
or bristles of yellowish white. Thww 
aro especially long and numerous on tho 
thickened back of tho neck, forming the 

SO called ' ' Wig. ' ' 

The wigged males have a rough, 
coarso coat, and I heir skins aro without 
market value. Tho animal makes its 
homo on the rocky shores of tho islands 
in large, closely massed bauds, forming 
what are called "rookeries." It is ex- 
tremely gregarious, individuals seldom 
venturing far from tho main body whilo 
on laud, though wandering about singly 
in tho sea.

LANGUAGE OF CHIME. 



THE ARGOT OF PARIS AND THE "PAT- 
TER" OF LONDON. 


Thieves nave Special Words to Eipr«ic 
fitenling of Every Kind — Material 
Changes Take riace Every Two oi 
Three Years. 

The language of criminals — tho argol 
r>f Paris, the "patter" of London — ha» 
been carefully investigated by numer- 
ous writers, with vory variant results. 

Its origin is difficult to explain. 
Criminals, say many authors, have 
found it necessary to adopt a technical 
language for their own protection, that 
they may be ablo to converse in public 
without being understood. "Thoy have 
been forced to do this and have made a 
language as sinister and asvilens them- 
selves." This theory cannot be admit- 
ted. Certainly the argot is sinister and 
vile and thoroughly representative of 
tho class that uses it, but further than 
this we cannot go. 

Tho theory that tlio usoof this dialect 
is of any assistance to tho criminal is 
inadmissible. Most policemen and all 
prison officers know this slang, some- 
times better than the thieves. To speak 
it in tho hearing of a detective is to in- 
vite arrest; to speak it in the presence 
of tho general public would arouse sus- 
picion and attract attention — two things 
which aro especially to bo avoided. 
Why, then, does it exist? Dr. Laurent 
of tho Santo prison in Paris has given 
an explanation which has at least noth- 
ing to contradict it: Tho persons en- 
gaged in every trade form a species of 
dialect or technical phraseology which 
is spoken and understood only by them- 
selves. Criminals, who practice a trade 
as old as any, havo gradually acquired 
u language more adapted to their wants, 
more in keeping with their ideas and 
thoughts. Miserable, heartless, engaged 
in a perpetual struggle against moral- 
ity, law and decency, they havo ac- 
quired a language of debased words and 
cynical metaphors, a language of abbre- 
viated expressions and obscene syno- 
nyms. 

This dialect has mutilated tho mother 
tongue. It has also borrowed liberally 
from other languages, but without meth- 
od or I'tymology. Criminals are not 
grammarians. Neither are they lin- 
guists, and at first sight it would seem 
strange that they should import words 
from other countries. Wo will find, 
however, that in any prison tho percent- 
age of inmates of foreign birth will be 
large. In America it is about 1 5 per 
cent. A foreign expression which seems 
apt or an improvement on the one in 
present use is rapidly diffused through 
tho prison. In cases where it is especial- 
ly descriptive it may become permanent, 
but its life is usually short. The argot 
of tho crime class changes materially 
every two cr threo years. It is ephem- 
eral, as shifting as its users. Victor 
Hugo exaggerates only slightly when ho 
says, "Tho argot changes more in ten 
years than the language does in ten cen- 
turies." Thus in tho last threo years 
there have been threo different terms 
for watch — "super," "thimble" and 
"yellow and white" — eacii of which 
was in its turn the only one used. 

Every writer on the subject has no- 
ticed that the argot is rich in expres- 
sions to denote certain common ar.ious. 
This is a pecliarity shared by all primi- 
tive languages, the only difference being 
in the selection of the common acts. 
Thus in Sanskrit there are nearly 100 
roots which express the idea of killing 
or wounding, without counting second- 
ary derivations. Some of these roots aro- 
embodicd in our language today. In tho- 
dialect of tho thieves there aro nearly 
100 expressions to signify thelt. It was- 
necessary for the pickpocket to describo 
the various pockets in a man's clothing 
and in a woman's dress. The average 
man does not often need to specify a 
particular pocket. When he does, ho 
lays his hand on it to assist tho poverty 
of his language. The thief has a sepa- 
rato name for each separate pocket. 

But in spite of this richness in syn- 
onyms, which is in itself a marked sign 
of degeneracy, for tho tendency of a 
language is to eliminate its synonyms, 
giving to each a different shade of 
meaning, the argot is a poor language. 
It has not a singlo expression for ab- 
stract emotion. To attempt to render a 
philosophic thought, a moral emotion, a 
synthetic or aisthetio idea into tho dia- 
lect of the thief would bo like attempt- 
ing to translate "electricity" or "steam 
engine" into Latin. It is impossible be- 
cause the words do not exist. They are 
not needed. The criminal has no more 
conception of abstract emotion than a 
blind man has of color. 

A fact which does not seem to ally 
tlio argot to a primitive langnago is its 
ability to form additional words from 
its own resources, a power of self de- 
velopment which wu find in tho old 
Anglo-Saxon, and especially in tho Ger- 
man of today. This trait is tho moro 
striking as it seems in direct contradic- 
tion to tho impotence of tho English 
langnago in this respect. The English 
has little formative power. It relies on 
tho Greek and Latin languages for tho 
extension of its vocabulary. — A. T. B. 
Croftcn in Popular Science Monthly.

Although the Klondyke fever and the 
building of the Crow's Neat Pass railway, 
combined with the depression in the 
price of silver, has made it a trifle quiet 
in and about Slocan City daring the past 
few months, Mr. D. K. Young, editor of 
the News of that thriving np-country 
town, is quite satisfied with its pros"- 
pectB for the future.

A Liberal Platform Not Included in 
the New Westminster 
Platform. 



An Australian Miner on the Yukon 
Regulations— The Worst 
in the World. 



To the Editor.— I was surprised by 
the statement in your issue of the 4th 
instant, that "Liberalism lias no mean- 
ing in connection with Canadian pol- 
itics," for, if that is true, I have been 
will-a-wisping for the past quarter of a 
centn ry. 

It is an historical fact that the idea of 
the equality of the Dominion and Pro- 
vincial governments respectively, is 
dominant iii the Liberal theory of our 
constitution — as it ostensibly was in the 
minds of the authors of the Confedera- 
tion Act cf 1S67 — and that th.e contrary 
idea of at least some degree of provincial 
subordination became prevalent among 
the Conservatives and \va8 expanded and 
formulated again and again by the Con- 
servative government, before the courts 
in well known cases. Perhaps, a simil- 
arity, instead of an equality of powers, 
would be a litter expression— each gov- 
ernment remaiuing supreme within its 
own sphere. 1 need not go into details, 
because the course of events and succes- 
sive judgments of the highest Imperial 
Court, iudirectly interpreting the Con- 
federation Act in a sense different from 
a series of judgmeuts by the Supreme 
Court of Canada, have eo favored the 
above theory of the Liberals, that many 
Conservatives now agree with them 011 
this point, and are no longer enamoured 
of the centralising policy of their great 
leader Sir John A. Macdonald, in his 
later years, with its menace of an ulti- 
mate legislative union. 

The non-interference of Dominion Lib- 
erals as a party with provincial elections 
iB a necessary part of the above Libera! 
policy, for the reason that such interfer- 
ence proposes, practically, to create a 
single directive political organization or 
authority over two separate powers — 
namely the Dominion and the Province, 
whose vigilant and jealous oppos- 
ition, in a constitutional sense, is vital 
to the proper working of our institu- 
tions, both federal and provincial. 

Other political doctrines, most of 
which are peculiarly Liberal, such as 
a tariff based on the requirements of the 
public service, the amendment of the 
incongruous Senate, the creation of all 
voters by the provinces, the veto power 
as an act of executive not legislative 
authority, an honest, thrifty govern- 
ment for an honest, thrifty people, the 
accordance of political action and 
sanctions with social conditions, appear 
to me to be not unremotely "connected 
with Canadian politics." They are, 
from my point of view, the main con- 
stituents oi a policy not one-third ac- 
complished, and to be pursued by the 
Liberal party along the line of what iB 
considered the atruightest to secure re- 
quired adjustments in the Canadian 
p ditical experi tnent. You may object 
to the word "experiment," but it ex 
presses a fact. The principle of govern 
ment in the slow-moving, aristocratic 
republic immediately south of us is that 
rulers, though popularly elected, require 
vigilant control, and can be trusted 
with powers only under effective checks 
and (or a short period. The whole frame- 
work of the state is interposed between 
the local community and the general 
government. There is no such person as 
a United States voter; the voter 
created bv the state. A similar bul- 
wark against centralizing tendencies is 
raised in England, under a different and 
more democratic government, mainly by 
historic and social influences and by 
publicity among a compact population, 
with free means of intercourse and, 
comparatively regarded, common intet- 
ests. But with respect to Canada, it is 
not easy to classify, or appreciate, its 
singular constitution, working within n 
loose federal framework, which itself 
exists under a limited monarchy, and 
presenting, s u per li cially , curious in- 
;:ongruitiea In certain old-country 
formalities and apinga that nrti not 
in consonance with the social 
conditions, and therefore may be ex- 
pected to disappear. Briefly, the Con- 
servatives accept, and are prepared to 
defend, things aa they are; the Liberals, 
though not always consistent, are rt>- 
solved to make the constitu ion of their 
country presentable among the bistort 
confederations, This is not the work n 
years, but decades. The Tanneries af- 
fair took place in 1871. It has taken the 
Liberals over twenty years to obtain a 
recognition of the rightful status of the 
provinces — a certain definite something 
in the formative growth of a constitu- 
tion, the ultimate character of whirl 
none of us can aa yet foresee. Even 11 
to this, the point of vantage cannot I s 
left, unguarded, safely, because, apart 
from party theories, the political fore a 
of the federal government will always 
tend to manifest themselves along the 
lineof centralisation. 

I am not concerned with provincial 
politics or with the circumstances of the 
moment.

One 
of the objects of the expedition is to de- 
termine whether the 300 miles that sep- 
arate the Yukon at Fort Selkirk from the 
ocean and Chilcat affords a practicable 
route for a railroad or not. It is also 
proposed to thoroughly prospect the 
Yukon country for gold. 

The parties who have formed the for- 
midable expedition are from BoBton, 
San Francisco and Pugot Sound, and to 
thoroughly equip it .$'200,000 has been 
subscribed and paid in. 

TRAMWAY FROM DYEA. 

Contract Said to Be Let for Immediate Con- 
struction. 

Tacoma, Wash., Oct. 12.— George B. 
Dodwell, of the two Pacific- Asiatic 
steamship lines, and Hugh S. Wallace, 
vice-president of the Washington & Al- 
aska Steamship Company, have organ- 
ized the Cbilcoot Road & Transportation 
Company, and a contract has been let 
for a tramway, which is to be in opera- 
tion on January 1. 

Construction has been begun on the 
railroad which Btarta from Dyea and 
runs to Greater Lake. It will be a 
broad gauge. The tramway has a capa- 
city of 120 tons of freight daily, and as 
the line will be completed by January, 
there will be no danger of famine at 
DawEon this winter. There will be a 
saving of time to the Klondyke of about 
thirtv davs. 



IN A FISHING SCHOONER. 

Twenty Sanguine Men and Women Sailing 
From New York to the Yukon. 

New Y'onic, Oct. 12.— Tho Gloucester 
fishing schooner Nellie C. Thurston did 
not succeed in getting to sea on Sunday, 
as intended, being delayed by unfavor- 
able winds. After leaving Erie Ba n, 'n on 
Sunday afternoon for a voyage around 
tho Horn to Cook's Inlet, Alaska, she 
only got as far as the west bank of the 
lower bay, where she has since been 
lying at anchor, wind-bound. This 
morning the wind veering around to the 
southeast, they set sail and passed out of 
the bay at 3 :35 o'clock. 

Capt. Frederick Arthur Douse, for- 
merly with the Metropolitan Steamship 
Company, and well known to "outside " 
tugboat mariners, commands tho Thurs- 
ton. There are twenty passengers in 
all, two of whom are women. Tho ex- 
pedition ia under the auspices of a 
Brooklyn concern. The passengers pay 
$300 each for the privilege of makir;; the 
trip. Bunks for the men have been ar- 
ranged in 'tween decks, between the 
forecastle and cabin bulkheads. The 
two women have the exclusive use of 
the cabin. Capt. Douse, speaking of the 
trip, says : 

" We will go direct to Monte Video 
from here and take uii board more sup- 
plies; then we wili travel to the buaits 
of Magellan, where our passengers will 
prospect for gold, From there we will 
sail to San Francisco and push on Lo the 
Yukon and the gold fields. We will 
reach Cook's Inlet about March." The 
Thurston is only 87 feet long and the 
beach-combers are wondering how 
twenty passengers will find exercise. 
There is little or no room on deck. 



A SMELTER OK THEIR OlV.V. 

Mining Men oT Thurlow Island Demonstrate 
Their Enterprise. 

Something less than ]50 miles from 
Victoria, in the centre of tho mineral 
claims of Thurlow island, quite a prom- 
ising little city iB growing atnazing.lv 
under the fostering care of the British 
Columbia Gold fields Co. Shoal Bay is 
the nn 1, io borne by this candidate for 
civic Honors of the future, and already 
it bou=ls a wharf, and a variety of more 
or less pretentious buildings. A gang of 
fifty men is at work clearing and grad- 
ing streets, a large store and hotel is in 
process of erection for the company, and 
fully a dozen or more dwellings arc build- 
i ng for the use of the miners or their em- 
ployes. 

The mines of the island, according to 
Mr. Alfred Raynes, who 1ms just re- 
turned from Thurlow and its capital, 
Shoal Bay, are a dozen or more in num- 
ber, and all promise well. They have, 
too, what the majority of the coast mines 
of British Columbia lack — asmelterclose 
at hand. In an unpretentious anil alto- 
gether business-like way, Mr. Forsythe, 
a Chicago gentleman resident on 
Frederick Arm, and himself largely in- 
terested in the mines of that vicinity, 
has built and equipped a smelter on Iub 
property there, which is chiefly designed 
to treat the ores received from bis own 
properties, but which may also handle 
until other facilities are provided the 
output of other adjacent mines. What 
the capacity of this smelter ia, Mr. 
Raynes cannot eay. It iB, however, an 
altogether modern and up-to-date insti- 
tution. 

At tho present time there are two 
steamers, the Rainbow and the Comox, 
plying to Thurlow island weekly from 
Vancouver, and as a result securing the 
very considerable trade of that and the 
adjacent islands for the Terminal City. 
It is a matter of considerable surprise to 
tho residents that Victoria has not as 
yet made an effort to secure a share of 
their business, particularly as a profitable 
weekly run could with little or no diffi- 
culty be arranged, taking in Texada, 
Valdez, Thurlow and possibly one or two 
other islands of the gulf.
